Lnwrrn e O. Murray, comptroller of 
the currency, has devised a system of 
credit > becking for the uufiouu\ bunk 
examiners which he believes will re­ 
sult in forestalling dishonest borrow­ 
ers from uaiioiiai batiks aud also from 
many state hanks and trust com pa­ 
nies. Tim chief purpose of the system 
is to i 'n ek up manufacturers of notes 
who have practically no assets be­ 
hind them and the dishonest brokers 
who iii tat these notes. 
When the sys­ 
tem is in full operation the comptroller 
of the carrell y experts to have a laird 
Index record of all the heavy borrow 
ers in th© country, which will tell tiiiii 
almost at a glance the extent to which 
any individual or corporation's palier 
Is b i n g carried by the national bunks 
of the country. 
The system was devised ut a recent 
meeting in Washington of a committee 
of national bank examiners. 
Under 
the new system every examiner will 
be instructed to compile and cheek nj* 
the commitment of large local and 
ex tend ©<1 
borrowers in 
his district, 
summaries of which are to be sent to 
the office of the comptroller of the 
currency. 
The comptroller of the currency ox 
poets when the system Is established 
that it will he extremely hazardous 
for any dishonest individual or firm to 
seek to borrow from national batiks. 
A hundred or more trained men will 
be keeping tabs on their borrowings 
and cheeking the results between ills 
tricts. 
In collecting the credit information j 
the personal and intimate relationship j 
between banks and borrowers, it is I 
announced, is not to be interfered i 
with. 
The name of the hank where a 
i 
line of credit Is found of an extended 
borrower is not to be disclosed by th© 
examiners In their special reports, the 
total only of the loans being lisps!. 
Tile comptroller emphasizes the fact 
that these lists will be held by him in 
the same confidential capacity that he 
holds die reports of .examination.

W innipeg, Nov 5 — A gentle, sweet- 
fated •Aonian, an inmate of the institu­ 
tion for ninny years, playing all after 
noon with a box of matches she had 
secured while assisting in the kitchen 
work at the noon hour, caused the 
destruction of the $250,000 insane asy­ 
lum of the Manitoba governm ent at

The flames spread with such 
rapidity that all the resources of tnt

building, 
crowning the heights of the Brandon 
hills, was reduced to ruins, not a life 
was lost. 
The new waterworks syst* in to pro­ 
tect the building had not been com­ 
pleted and the brigade had a mile and 
a half run across a valley to tho scene. 
Citizens followed in autos and assist 
od greatly in taking care of the in 
mates. 
Members of the m ilitary were 
called out and, added to the asylum 
guards, preserved order 'n the scream 
ing, threatening, pitiable crowd that 
stood in the snow, the scant garments 
of the Inm ates 
blown 
around 
thou 
frail bodies by the cold wind. 


Military of Great Service. 


W ith precision, however, the stat 
gradually housed them in stables, out

A 
St. Paul dispatch recently stated that 
orders to ship into the territory had 
been -rescinded and that part of the 
region affected extended from Brain­ 
erd to Big Falls on the Minnesota & 
International railway. 
The Duluth Herald under a St. 
Paul date line of 
November 
2nd 
states: 
“ D. S. Elliott, president of 
the Great Northern Express company, 
says with reference to the report that 
Special Agent Johnson of the bureau 
of Indian affairs, had decided to for­ 
bid the express companies from car­ 
rying liquor consignments into cer­ 
tain towns in Northern Minnesota. 
“ We have not received notice of 
any new' orders on the subject. Last 
May we received an order not to car­ 
ry liquor into certain territory set 
aside as a ‘dry zone.’ 
That was the 
same territory which Mr. Johnson 
forbade all saloons and all liquor, 
prior to his latest order, that was to 
have gone into effect on Oct. 15. 
Pp 
to the time of the revocation of these 
orders by Secretary of State Balling 
j 
er, the railroads and 
the 
express 
companies obey the orders as soon as 
they become operative, and kept all 
liquor shipments away from the for­ 
bidden places. 
Since Mr. Ballinger 
made his order revoking all the ‘dry 
zone’ 
orders, 
we 
have 
accepted 
liquors to be expressed to any part 
of the state, always taking care that 
no liquor was delivered to an Indian 
Every one of our agents, throughout 
that northern territory, where In­ 
dians are numerous, was instructed 
not to deliver a liquor package to an 
Indian, even if he proved to be the 
consignee. 
All agents are instructed 
moreover, to refuse any shipments 
consigned to Indians.’’
